Only by a Desperate Eush Was It 
Possible for the English 
to Escape. 



Capetown, April 24.— Further particu- 
lars from Buluwayo regarding the sortie 
of the British, show that the Matabeles' 
main body was first discovered about 
four miles west of Buluwayo. They oc- 
cupied : ridge, on the top of which were 
earthworks and stone parapets and were 
prepared to receive the British forces. 
Consequently a slight detour was made 
so as to bring the column north of Bulu- 
wayo. The enemy were found to be 
covering four miles of well select- 
ed positions on the north hank 
of the Dmguza river, and after 
fierce fighting the natives drove the 
British back and down the bank. Cross- 
ing the river in retreat, F. C, Seloua had 
a narrow escape. His horse was killed 
midstream ; he became entangled in his 
stirrups, and when he extricated him- 
self was half drowned. lie would have 
sunk had it not been for Lieut. Windlay. 
who swam his horse out into the middle 
of the river in the face of the ene- 
my, rescued Selous and reached 
the left bank without in- 
jury. When the British rallied and 
drove back the Matabeles, as already 
cabled, they were engaged with only 
a portion of the Matabele force. 
So soon as the enemy swarmed over the 
ridge in large numbers, they almost sur- 
rounded the British and the latter were 
compelled to retreat. 

The squad of troopers previous- 
ly referred to as having been 
for a time quite cut off 
was only able to extricate itself 
by a brilliant charge through the Mata- 
bele cordon with Captain Grey's scouts. 
They were to a certain degree ambushed, 
almost in the bands of the enemy, when 
by a desperate rush, they extricated 
themselves. It is now said "that both the 
Hotchkiss and Maxim raoid firing guns 
worked bady, being only used for a com- 
paratively short time, as the mechanism 
jammed repeatedly. N'o correct estim- 
ate of the killed or wounded has been 
received, the only statement made being 
that of the official report which says the 
British loss was very slight. The Mata- 
beles lost heavily. The opinion is gain- 
ing that the British Buffered a bad de- 
feat. The Matabele loss was not so great 
as rumored. 

London, April 25. — A despatch from 
Capetown to the Times says: " It is re- 
ported from Johannesburg that numer- 
ous Boer wagons, all in charge of white 
men with Kaffir drivers, are leaving 
Pretoria with ammunition ana field re- 
quirements, their destination being un- 
known. The Boers, it is further said, 
are in constant communication with the 
artillery camp from which these wagons 
load and depart." 

The Daily Telegram has a despatch 
from Gwelo, Matabeleland, which says 
that an epidemic of influenza is raging 
there and that fifty per cent, of the 
troops relied upon for defence are suffer- 
ing from it.

HOLMES' LATEST. 

His Scheme to Elude the Gallows- Wants 
the Widow of Murdered PitzeJ to 
Intercede for Him. 

Philadelphia, April 24,— The North 
American to-day prints a story to the 
effect that Murderer Holmes has evolved 
a new scheme in a last desperate' effort 
to escape the gallows. Upon what is 
said to be authoritative information it is 
declared lie means to ask Mrs. Pitzel, 
the widow of the man for the murder of 
whom Holmes is under the death sen- 
tence, to intercede for a commutation by 
the board of pardons. Knowing the 
woman's penniless situation, Holmes, it 
is asserted, hail her brought herefrom 
her Illinois home and will pay her the 
$10,000 he recently obtained for Ins 
alleged confessions. Thus, working up- 
on her feelings, so the story goes, lie 
will beg forgiveness, and should he win 
her over, perhaps induce her to plead 
for his life. Mrs. Pitzel admits she is 
ignorant of any preparations to call her 
to this city, but, by lawyers' advice she 
will say nothing further.

— Viscount 
Gough and the Earl of Westmeatlvof 
the British embassy staff, sail to-morrow 
for England, the former to remain a 
month and the latter until next fall.

— The courts were 
asked yesterday to declaro Frank Kil- 
patrick, of Klora, legally dead. He went 
to the Southern States before the Ameri- 
can civil war and has not been heard of 
since. His relatives want his estate of 
$5,000 disposed of among them.

GALLANT DEFENDERS. 

How a Handful of Spanish Troops "Held 
the Fort" Against an Overwhelm- 
ing Insurgent Force. 

Havana, April 24. — Dispatches re- 
ceived here from Manzanillo, province 
of Santiago de Cuba, give details of the 
gallant defence of Fort Zanja, near 
Canto, by a small force of Spanish 
troops. The fort, it appears, was be- 
sieged by about 3,500 men under 
Roaeriguez, Rabi, Capote and others. 
Th« attack of the insurgents was carried 
on fourdays, during which thedetachment 
of troops defended the place day and 
night, although they suffered terribly 
from lack of water. The insurgents had 
witli them two rapid lire guns, one of 
them belonged to Rabi'scolumn and the 
other was recently landed near Guaya- 
hol and was manned by American gun- 
ners. The latter made excellent prac- 
tice, firing about 215 shots, destroying 
the small reservoirs used for the storage 
of water, riddling the barracks, heating 
town the storehouses and doing great 
lamage to the fortifications. 

Three times the insurgents sent mes- 
sengers to the fort offering to accept the 
surrender of the garrison with honor, 
but the Spaniards refused to give up the 
fort, and with great enthusiasm answer- 
ed their intention of accepting death be- 
fore surrender. The behavior of the 
Spaniards so impressed the Messen- 
ger of the insurgents, tiiat after 
his last visit to the fort, 
decided to remain under the 
Spanish flag. He said that the in- 
surgents, during the first day's fighting, 
lost thirty-three killed, among them 
being the insurgent Colonel Perm, who 
had recently landed in Cuba, and that, 
addition, the enemy had many 
wounded. The messenger was unable 
to say how many insurgents were killed 
during the other days'" fighting. The 
garrison only had eight men wounded. 

News of the siege of Fort Zanja was 
carried to Manzanillo, and Gen. Hunoz, 
with a column of troops soon afterwards 
left that city on board four small gun- 
boats and two tugboats for the river 
Canto, and protected by the guns of the 
warships, the troops were landed at two 
points in the vicinity of the besieged fort. 
The insurgents no sooner saw the troops 
'anding than they beat a retreat. As 
soon as all the soldiers were ashore the 
column started in pursuit of the insur- 
gents and followed them to Jaguez* 
Camanaiguan, where General Hunoz de- 
stroyed the large camp which had pre- 
viously been the rendezvous of the in- 
surgent forces of the districts. 

Captain Antonio Sanchez Bemal, of 
the Union battalion, who commanded 
the detachment of troops which sn 
bravely held the fort, has been promoted 
to the rank of major, and Lieut. Vic- 
torio Perez and Sergeant Lorenz Castanol 
have been proposed for the cross of San 
Fernando for valorous conduct in convey- 
ing water to the fort under the fire 
of the enemy. At Sevilla, Capt. Canosa 
surprised an insurgent camp at night 
with a force of guerrillas, killing eight 
insurgents, including Caldarin, the in- 
surgent leader. The Spanish force had 
nine men wounded. 



PLEADED GUILTY. 

Reform Committee Prisoners at Pretoria Ad- 
mit tlie Charges— Proofs of Complicity 
Against Chartered Company. 

Pretoria, April 24. — Tlie court room 
was crowded when the case of tlie Re- 
form committee prisoners was called, but 
the crowd was quite orderly and there 
was no demonstration, although the 
town is filled with burghers and randcrs. 
Great surprise was caused by the pris- 
oners pleading guilty. Their action is 
regarded as greatly simplifying matters. 

London, April 25. — The Daily News 
says ; " It is stated that President Kru- 
ger has unofficially promised to remit a 
portion of the reformers' sentences." 

A dispatch from Pretoria to the Times 
says regarding the trial of the reform 
committee prisoners, the prosecution 
withdrew all counts in the indictment 
except those to which they pleaded 
guilty. John Hayes Hammond and J. 
S. Curtis were absent on account 
of illness, but they are ex- 
pected on Monday. I understand that 
cogent reasons, which will be published 
shortly, actuated the accused in pleading 
guilty!" 

The Standard Paris correspondentsays 
that I^e Temps has a despatch from 
Pretoria saying: "It is declared that 
the prosecution in the trial of the 
national reform committee will pro- 
duce crushing proofs of oomplicity 
against the Chartered South African 
Company. 



NEW FRENCH CABINET. 

Difficulties in tlie Way of Obtaining an 
Administration. 

Paris, April 24. — President Faure 
spent to-day in conferences with the 
political leaders of the various parties, 
but M. Bourgeois' successor is still un- 
determined. L. Loubet assured the Pre- 
sident that the senate having affirmed 
its constitutional prerogatives would 
not offer any factious opposition even to 

radical cabinet. M. Brison A. Poin- 
irre advised the President to form a 
Radieo-Republican cabinet. 

M. Faure had over an hour's conver- 
sation with M. Meline, and it is believed 
that he has asked him to form a cabinet, 
as it was foreshadowed he would do last 
night. But M. Meline wants a decree 
to dissolve the chambers anil go to the 
country, as a condition of his accepting 
the responsibility of forming a cabinet, 
and this President Faure hesitates to 
agree to.

Issue of tlie Proclamation— Sir Don- 
ald A. Smith High Commis- 
sioner in London. 



Lord Aberdeen to Visit England— 
Dalton McCarthy Issues his 
Address. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, April 24. — The proclamation 
of the dissolution of Parliament was 
issued this afternoon. The British Co- 
lumbia writs are going out to-night. 

Owing to the opposition of the Grits, 
the bill for subdividing the polling di- 
visions of Victoria could not pass. 

There is nothing new to record in the. 
political situation. Both Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell and Sir Charles Tupper decline 
to say anything. 

At to-day's sitting of the cabinet Sir 
Donald A. Smith was appointed High 
Commissioner for Canada in London, as 
well as Privy Councillor of the Domin- 
ion, but not of the cabinet. Sir Donaldf 
proceeded to Ritteau Hall at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon, where he was sworn in 
before His Excellency in the presence of 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, Sir Adolphe 
Caron and Sir Frank Smith. Great sat- 
isfaction is expressed in the city at 
this appointment. It is acknowledged 
that the government has effected a 
master stroke by securing Sir Donald as 
Canadian Commissioner in England. 
It was thought advisable to make him a 
Privy Councillor in view of the fact that 
as High Commissioner he is brought 
into confidential relations with the gov- 
ernment and will now be practically one 
of themselves. Sir Donald's acceptance 
of this position disposes of the rumor 
about Sir Adolphe Caron going to Eng- 
land. 

If Mr. Chapleau accepts a portfolio 
under Sir Charles Tupper it is thought 
that either Sir Adolphe Caron or Mr. 
Ouimet will go to Spencerwood. Mean- 
while there appears to be no change in the 
political situation. Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
is still Premier. Your correspondent had 
a few minutes' chat with him to-night 
and found him as chirpy as ever. Be- 
vond the fact of Sir Donald Smith's ap- 
pointment he said there was nothing 
further to announce. The present un- 
certainty must be dispelled in a few 
days. 

Sir Frank Smith had a conference 
with the Premier to-night. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell attended the 
St. George's Society's banquet to-night. 
He said that the last session had broken 
the record for lengthy hours, sleepless 
nights and scareitv of work. 

The Earl and Countess of Aberdeen 
will visit England in July and August. 
They have received many telegrams con- 
gratulating Lady Aberdeen on her 
miraculous escape yesterday. 

Dalton McCarthy issued an address to 
the electors of North Simcoe to-day. 
He makes a strong attack on the gov- 
ernment. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Icelandic Elopement-No Train From the 
East on Account of a Washout— Open- 
ing of Navigation. 

Winnipeg, April 24— (Special)— An 
Icelandic woman left her husband here 
yesterday and eloped with a young man 
to Grand Forks. She took along her 
two children, leaving two at home for 
her husband to care for. 

A legal firm of this city has in hand, 
through information placed in their pos- 
session bv a special agent employed by 
Walker & Sons, distillers, authority to 
proceed against a number of Winnipeg 
houses for infringements upon and tamp- 
ering with the Dominion government's 
official marks upon packages of spirits 
sold by Walker it Sons. 

Owing to a washout east of Port Ar- 
thur no train from the East reached here 
to-day. 

A Port Arthur dispatch says: The 
first boat of the season is in sight to- 
day. She is about ten miles out and 
does not appear to be making any bead- 
way. From appearances she is the Wil- 
son Transit Company's steamer Spo- 
kane.

THERE TO STAY. 

The Canadian Pacific Made No Arrange- 
ment With the Great Northern. 

Seattle, April 24. — Some days ago a 
rumor gained currency throughout the 
city that a deal had virtually been 
closed between the Great Northern and 
the Canadian Pacilic railroads by which 
each was to withdraw from the other's 
freight territory. This meant that the 
Canadian line was to withdraw from 
Seattle and the Great Northern from 
Vancouver. The rumor did not appear 
to spring up out of the ground. It 
reached the Canadian Pacific offices in 
this city from many sources, and from 
people who had been led to believe it 
on apparently good authority. But it 
was killed yesterday by a telegram from 
the general traffic, manager of the 
Canadian Pacific, who had been asked 
for an authentic statement concerning 
the matter, and who replied that there 
was not a word of truth in the report, 
and that the Canadian Pacific was here 
to stay.

RAILWAY EARNINGS. 

Earnings of the Different Roads During the 
Year 1896. 

The first quarter of lS9b' has proved 
considerably more favorable to the rail- 
ways as a whole than the same period of 
1895. Many roads have shown large 
gains in gross earnings, and most of 
these stili larger gains in net; and while 
on the other liana some have earned less 
even thai; they did a year ago, the num- 
ber of these is small and the losses were 
generally light. The Railway Age pub- 
lishes a table showing the gross earn- 
ings of L28 roads in the United States, 
Canada and Mexico, aggregating 'J'2,'2'2'2 
miles, for the three months ended 
March 111. Of these roads 92 show- 
gains compared with last vear, aggregat- 
ing $10,438,000, and while 31 failed to 
earn as much as last year the decreases 
aggregated only $800,000. The net gain 
for all the roads named amounts to i) 1 ., 
per cent. Deducting the Canadian and 
Mexican roads, for 78,141 miles of rail- 
way in the United States, the earnings 
thus far this year aggregated ff'.)ti,687,U0O, 
again of $8,589,000, or nearly 10 per 
i ent. over last year; and assuming the 
same general result for the rest of our 
railways, the earnings of the past quar- 
ter were about $20,000,000 more than in 
the same period a year ago. 

On the whole, the Age thinks that, 
considering the general depression in 
business, the railways have perhaps 
shown as much improvement as was to 
be expected. Some of the gains were 
very great, for example, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee ct St. Paul, $1,30(1,01)0; Canadian 
Pacific, $034,000; Great Northern, all 
lines, $736,000; New York Central, 
$648,000; Northern Pacific, $432,000; 
Norfolk ^ Western, $427,000; Illinois 
Central, $425,000; Chicago Great West- 
ern, $410,000; Southern Railway. $375,- 
000; Louisville & Nashville, $209,000; 
Chesapeake & Ohio, $280,000 ; B. C. R. 
& N., $274,000; Minneapolis, St. Paul & 
lit Ste. Marie, $257,000; Rock Island, 
$242,847. The largest decrease was 
$108,000, shown by the Texas Pacific, 
mil ilue to the falling of! in the cotton 
crop, from which all the Southern roads 
Buffered.

INTERESTING TO CANNERYMEN. 

An Important Decision Recently Given at 
Whatcom. 

Whatcom, April 23.— (Special) — A case 
of considerable interest to cannery men 
and fish trap claimants was decided a 
few days ago by Judge Winn, of the 
Superior court of Whatcom and San 
Juan counties.

Opinion in Spain, Favorable 
Radical Reforms on 
the Island. 



Havana, Apiil 24. — Gen. Weyler is 
opposing the guerilla warfare by an al- 
most geometric plan. In un interview 
with n correspondent Gen. Weyler said : 

" Maeeo will never cross the trocha 
except as a prisoner. Tlie day he at- 
tempts the trocba lie will fall or be 
captured. It is utterly impossible for 
him to come eastward. J have a strong 
force on the whole line, and also have a 
large party of troops between Maceo'a 
position in the northern mountains and 
the trocha." 

" But Maeeo is on the east side of the 
barrier. Suppose tbe two brothers 
should attack the line from different 
sides and at different points on the saute 
day." 

"'Ah," replied Weyler, "I have a 
strong force on this side which keeps 
Juse Maceo's men divided into small 
bands, and they cannot unite for such a 
manu'uver." 

"Why do you not attempt to force 
Maceo to a decisive battle now ?" 

" Maeeo will not stand and fight," t he 
general answered. " I have several in- 
dependent columns which keep hiui 
moving about in the hills." 

''But can you not surround him? He 
is apparently confined to a small dis- 
trict." 

"Well!" exclaimed Gen. "Weyler, 
"that would simply mean chasing Ma- 
eeo through the whole province. I do 
not propose to have my main force 
drawn from the trocha. I want the in- 
surgents to attack the line." 

" When do you look for an attempt to 
force your line?" 

"Never," said he. "My opinion is 
Maeeo knows he is in a trap at last, and 
lie will abandon his troops ami escape 
from Cuba by water." 

"You say the war will be brought to 
an end soon. How do you expect it to 
end?" 

"As soon as tbe insurgents see that 
their cause is lost, the small bands will 
begin to come in and give up their 
arms." 

"Do you intend to proclaim a general 
amnesty ?" 

"Yes, but not now. There must be 
more fighting. The enemy must be se- 
verely punished in the field and their 
power completely broken. Then 1 will 
offer amnesty, but not before." 

Gen. Weyler has just issued the fol- 
lowing : proclamation , called out by the] 
condition of affairs in Pinar del Rio. 
After the usual heading and preamble! 
the proclamation says: 

" It having reached my knowledge 
that rebel parties in the province of | 
Pinar del Rio are in distress, through 
the constant pursuit by the troops and 
the impossibility of breaking the niili- 
ta>'v line between Muriel and Majana 
and through other insurmountable diffi- 
culties, and being fearful of surrender- 
ing tinder the (ear of the death sentence, 
tbe certainty of which has been falsely 
disseminated among them, f proclaim 
and command : 

" First— The rebel leaders who sur- 
render within twenty days from thin 
date, with their firearms, will be at unco 
pardoned. 

" Second— Those who are not leaders, 
but who surrender under the same con- 
ditions, with their firearms, will also be 
pardoned. 

"Third. Those surrendering without 
their arms will be likewise pardoned, 
but the military authorities will desig- 
nate their place of residence. 

" Fourth. The surrender must bo 
made to the military authorities ot the 
columns operating in tbe lield. Yale- 
riano Weyler." 

It was reported here this morning that 



1,000 insurgents in Pinar del Rio had 
surrendered unconditionally to the 
authorities. 

Private information has been received 
here of an engagement between the 
Spanish column under Gen. Melquizo 
and the insurgents under Aguirre. T e 
latter lost 62 killed. 

Madrid, April 2-1. — The report that an 
understanding is about to be reached be- 
tween Spain and the United States in 
regard to Cuba is favorably received in 
financial and commercial circles, with- 
out stopping to inquire whether the 
welcome news is true or not. Accord- 
ing to the current story the Spanish gov- 
ernment is to grant to Cuba very soon 
home rule, on a much broader scale than 
contemplated in the bills which have so 
far passed tbe cortes, and that this con- 
cession is to be supplemented by tariff 
reforms and a treaty of reciprocity to 
develop tbe trade between the United 
States and the Spanish West Indies, 

El Liberal 'says: "The Spanish 
mothers whose 130,000 sons are about to 
bo exposed to the deadly climate of 
Cuba during the rainy season, the 
Spanish taxpayers who apprehend the 
j consequences of the heavy cost of a pro- 
longed civil war, and, indeed, the whole 
nation at heart, would gladly welcome 
| the pacification of Cuba by an early, 
sincere concession of reforms now ad- 
mitted by almost all Spanish politicians 
to be urgent and inevitable. 

It is obviously the prevalent impres- 
sion in many places that the best course 
for Spain to pursue is to bow to tbe pres- 
sure and circumstances, ere it. is too 
late, and do with good grace what possi- 
bly may yet avert Cuban independence, 
as procrastination and misguided post- 
ponement of tardy concessions may lead 
to a conflict between parties. Marked 
hesitation is again visible in official cir- 
cles, and tbe ministerial press seems to 
have instructions to say that the utmost 
that can be done is to carry out in part 
tbe ad mini strati V3 and economic reforms 
in Cuba and I'orto Rieo, but not Un- 
political reforms, until the insurgents 
bui an it unconditionally." 

Singularly enough, the Madrid papers 
publish minute details concerning an 
important autonomist anil separatist 
agitation fast spreading auinng the na- 
tives of the Philippine islands in the 
East. Free Masons and foreigners are 
accused of encouraging this movement, 
whose prominent promoters demand 
representation in the cortes, legislative 
assimilation with the mother country, 
and tbe expulsion of the religious or- 
ders, because friars and Jesuits more 
than the Spanish authorities rule those 
colonies. 

Dnmaje by Ice Jam. 

St. Jons-, N.B., April 24. — The big ice 
jam on t he river St. John, north of St. 
Leonard's, broke yesterday, carrying 
away one piece of the Canadian Pacific 
bridge at Grand Falls and causing a big 
washout. At Green river on the Grand 
falls branch the truck is submerged for 
a hundred yardB to the depth of live 
feet.

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AN UNSCRUPULOUS FACTION. 

The session of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment jiiBt closed lias been remarkable for 
the obstruction to legislation oll'eretl by 
a number of men, Liberals and malcon- 
tent Conservatives. This faction made 
obstruction, and nothing else, their pol- 
icy. They were, when all told, but a 
small minority of the House, but th u 
circumstances were peculiarly favorable 
to their trickery and their unprincipled 
policy. Parliament had but a short 
time to live and they saw that if they 
could endure the physical strain that 
would be put upon them while carrying 
out a policy of obstruction it was possi- 
ble for them to effectually block legisla- 
tion. With the aid of a number of hy- 
pocritical Grits who pretended to 
disapprove of obstruction they 
succeeded. Notwithstanding the her- 
culean efforts of the Government, 
to push the remedial bill through the 
House before the 28rd of April they 
withstood the Government so obstinately 
that the Ministers saw that if they 
wished to pass any of the estimates they 
must drop the remedial bill. 

Some of the Grit newspapers, although 
they know well what it was that prevented 
the passage of the remedial bill, try to 
fasten the blame of its failure on the 
Conservative Leader of the House and 
his loyal supporters. The Halifax Herald 
in a recent issue exposes the foolishness 
and falseness of such a contention. It 
says : 

While it is true that the passing of 
the remedial bill was a very important 
part of the business of the session, it 
was not its only business. Other busi- 
ness had to be attended to, such for in- 
stance as the annual statement of the 
Finance Minister, known as the " budget 
speech," the passing of the estimates 
for the year commencing the lirst 
of next July, and other absolutelv 
necessary work. In the next place, he- 
fore any work could be done, the address 
had to be passed. And, contrary to the 
usual custom, the Opposition persisted 
in debating that for over a week. It did 
not pass until January 2.'!. On January 
27 Air. Foster brought down the esti- 
mates for 1896-7, ami on January 31 de- 
livered his budget speech. Then com- 
menced a long debate, Grit after Grit 
rising and delivering speeches of four 
and six hours in length, which in all 
consumed every Government day for 
three weeks. It goes without saying 
that no progress could be made with 
the remedial bill until that debate 
was disposed of. This the Grits 
knew, and though implored to stop 
talking so that the House could 
get down to business, did not let up un- 
til pretty much the whole month of 
February had been wasted. However, 
the government introduced the bill on 
February 11, thus giving the house and 
country ample time in which to become 
thoroughly familiar with all its provi- 
sions. The second reading was moved 
on March 3, as soon as possible after the 
budget debate closed, and practically 
the whole time of the house since then 
has been devoted to the Remedial Bill, 
livery reasonable effort that any govern- 
ment could make to secure the paxsnire 
of any measure has been put forth to 
secure its adoption. That these efforts 
have proved unavailing .8 due, ami dim 
solely, to the fact of obstruction — 
premeditated, organized and unprinci- 
pled obstruction. To pretend anything 
else is but to insult the intelligence of 
the country. One of the leaders of the 
movement, Mr. McCarthy, and several 
of his lieutenants openly' avowed their 
intention of talking the bill out, and 
some of their Grit assistants were no 
less (rank. And lor any Grit leader or 
Grit newspaper to now attempt to deny 
the palpable fact that the hill has been 
defeated lor this session through these 
obstructive tactics solely, is about the 
acme ol" mendacity. 

Neither can there be any doubt about 
the full responsibility of the Grit party 
for the obstruction. Without Cr rit as- 
sistance the three McOarthyites and 
three or four bolting ami obstructing 
Conservatives could have been tired out 
in -IS hours. The men, therefore, who 
are really responsible for the temporary 
defeat of the bill, are the Grit contin- 
gent, embracing pretty much the whole 
talking force of tiie party from the Eng- 
lish-speaking provinces, who sympa- 
thizer] with McCarthy in his obstructive 
tactics and gave him all the help that 
he needed, The extent to which these 
Grit leaders assisted in obstructing the 
bill will be shown by the pages of 
Hansard. 

01 course Mr. Laurier, Sir Richard 
Cartwright, Mr. Chariton, Mr. Pater- 
son, and a number of other leading Grits 
pretended to disapprove of the tactics of 
the. unscrupulous faction. Their disap- 
proval bears a striking resemblance to 
the indignation of an apparently re- 
spectable citizen who stood by when an 
outrage wiib committed upon a stranger 
who had made himself obnoxious to the 
mob. This lover ol peace, order and 
fair play kept on crying out, " Don't roll 
the poor fellow in the gutter " ; " Don't 
duck him in the mill pond"; "Don't 
hold him under the pump " ; " For good- 
ness sake don't tar and feathor him and 
ride him on a rail." Of course the lead- 
ing Grits had no excuse to make for the 
obstructionists, and of course they pro- 



tes'ed against the policy the faction pur- 
suing; but at the same time they 
" winked the other cy.." All this, if we 
do not greatly mistake, will be well un- 
derstood by ihe fair-minded men among 
the electorate in every part of the Do- 
minion. 



AS MEAN AS EVER. 

Every British Columbian knows, or 
ought to know, how the Grits treated 
their province when it was in their 
power to do it essential service, and 
there is evidence that the Grits, like 
the Bourbons, never learn and never 
forget. The other day the Grit party 
had it in their power to do this province 
a good turn by favoring the loan for the 
construction of the Crow's Nest railway. 
The Government had signified their 
willingness to do what they could to 
further the construction of this greatly 
needed road, but the Grits, true to their 
traditions, did what they could to pre- 
vent British Columbia getting this ad- 
vantage. They formed a conspiracy to 
talk the bill out of the House, and they 
succeeded in depriving this province of 
a very great advantage. And they have 
the impudence to expect the people of 
this province to reward them for doing 
them such an ill turn. No one need 
feel surprised to find that the Grit organ 
in this city approves of the course taken 
by the Grit obstructionists in Ottawa 
The faction did what they could to in- 
jure British Columbia, and the Times 
cries well done, and at the same lime 
abuses Col. Prior for having exerted 
himself to procure what a most intelli- 
gent gentleman from Kootenay declares 
to bean ad vantage of inestimable value to 
the mining industry of the district and 
all the other industries of all the other 
districts. 



AN INCONSTANT LOVER. 

A good many would consider it satis- 
factory to know exactly, or nearly ex- 
actly, where Mr. Laurier stands to-day 
on the trade question. On this question 
he has been so changeable that it is ex- 
ceedingly hard to tell what system he 
favors at any particular time. It is not 
so very long ago that he was a strong 
advocate of commercial union with the 
United States. He vowed over and over 
again eternal constancy to that system. 
Then he fell in love with unrestricted 
reciprocity, but in doing this he can 
hardly be said to bo fickle, for the new 
object of his devotion was simply the 
old one in a new dress. And there were 
people — Mr. Edward Blake among them 
— who discerned more or less plainly 
the features of annexation be- 
neath both disguises. The fer- 
vor of Mr. Lauder's affection 
for unrestricted reciprocity was very 
great and his protestations of regard and 
constancy exceedingly strong. Here is 
one of them, made in Toronto in 1881): 

" The policy which we advocate and 
will continue to advocate is the removal 
of all commercial barriers between this 
country and the United States. The 
Liberal party will remain true to the 
cause until it has triumphed. I do not 
expect to win in a day or a year. I am 
prepared for a long battle, and to stand 
in the cold shades of opposition until 
the cause has triumphed." 

After the douche of cold water which 
Mr. Blake threw on the Grit party in 
his Durham letter, Mr. Laurier's affec- 
tion for unrestricted reciprocity cooled 
very considerably. We next find that 
he was terribly smitten with free trade 
as they have it in England. Mr. Laurier 
declared his love for this system in 
almost every considerable town in the 
Dominion. He vowed to bo tfue to 
British free trade, if not " till a' the seas 
gang dry," at any rate for a long 
time. But it seems that some 
protectionist Grits in Ontario con- 
vinced the Liberal leader that he had 
been somewhat too ardent in his declar- 
ations of love for English free trade, and 
of late he has said so very little about 
it that people arc beginning to expect 
another and a new declaration in favor 
of his first love, moderate protection. 
It would seem, indeed, as if Mr. Laurier 
had on the trade question boxed the 
whole! commercial compass. Perhaps, 
some of his friends will tell the expect- 
ant public at what point of the circle he 
is now to be found. The organs at pre- 
sent say as little about it as possible, 
and Mr. Laurier seems to be equally 
cautious. 



graph we have' quoted must have for- 
gotten this, or he surely would not have 
committed the organ to such a flagrant 
self-contradiction. It is, we suppose, 
the force of habit that causes our con- 
temporary to accuse its opponents of be- 
ing pap-fed. The accusation Hko a great 
many more ol the Grit accusations was 
most likely made mechanically, and 
really means nothing. 

We are at a loss to understand why 
the Times is so ready to accuse its Con- 
servative contemporaries of being 
pap-fed. It is itself as strongly 
partisan a journal as there is 
in the Dominion. It goes further, 
is more abusive and does more unscrupu- 
lous things to advance the cause of its 
party than any Grit journal that can be 
mentioned. In fact some of its methods 
have become obsolete in the East, where 
there has been a very considerable ad- 
vance in the direction of moderation and 
courtesy in journalism of late years. Is 
our contemporary's zeal and violence in 
the cause of its party purchased? If it 
is not, would it not be sensible in it to 
give Conservative journals credit for 
equal disinterestedness in the cause of 
their party as it claims for itself' We 
do not believe that our contemporary 
would lose anything from a party point 
of view by being a little fairer and more 
courteous— just a little— to opponents 
than it has hitherto been. 

,1 SHREWD ESTIMATE.

Mr. Laurier i a a man not 
wanting in polish. * * lie is without 
large ideas. * * The fact is that he 
has not yet pronounced a single discourse 
of a nature to manifest in him a man of 
serious worth. His polished manners, 
his astuteness, a certain ability iu con- 
cealing his principles— not far removed 
from hypocrisy— have won for him his 
popularity in the country-" 

The above was written nearly twenty 
years ago in Le Canadien. Those who 
have observed Mr. Laurier closely will 
feel like saying that he is to-day " the 
same old sixpence."

The extension of the city limits took 
place in 1.S1I-. In 1893 there was a spe- 
cial rate oi (3 per cent, on land for board 
of health purposes. In 1895 there was 1 
per cent, for board of health and '1 per 
cent, for education levied on land, the 
same as already agreed to this year; and 
several of the aldermen last evening 
opposed considering the application of 
these two special rates to improvements 
(nsseesed at 50 per cent, of tiieir valua- 
tion) as well as land. The council de- 
ciding against them on division, Aid. 
Macmillan and Marchant declared their 
intention of obstructing the proceedings 
so as to compel the consideration of the 
rest of the estimates before this rate 
should be fixed. In accordance with 
their threat the two aldermen proceeded 
turn about to move amendments, speak- 
ing upon each to the full limit of ten 
minutes permitted by the rules of the 
council. 

After more than an hour bad thus 
been taken up by the two aldermen 
mentioned, Aid. Tiarks asked the Mayor 
if there was no means of putting an end 
to this obstruction. The Mayor replied 
that each alderman had the right to 
speak ten minutes on each motion ; and 
Aid. Macmillan talked on. After a fur- 
ther hour's obstruction, the levy of 2 
mills on improvements for education 
purposes was agreed to; and the pro- 
posed levy of one mill for board of 
health was taken into consideration. 
Obstructive discussion was carried on 
until 1 1 o'clock, at which hour business 
must cease unless determined otherwise 
by a two-thirds majority. The commit- 
tee therefore rose and the council de- 
cided to take up this business again on 
Monday evening.

KOOTENAY MINES. 

Murphy Creek Attracting Attention— A New 
Property Beinjr Developed at 
Sandon. 

Two mining men staying at the Driard 
are W. E. Harris, of Iiossland, and Har- 
ry Howson, of Sandon. .Speaking of the 
wonderful development of the iiossland 
ami Trail Creek country, Mr. Harris re- 
marked that the rich mines were not 
confined to one particular district for he 
believed that many other mines just as 
rich as the great properties already be- 
ing developed would soon come to the 
front. A good deal of attention was 
being drawn to Murphy creek, some 
fifteen miles north of 'Lossland, and 
there would be great activity there this 
Beason. Many claims had been staked 
of as promising a character as any yet 
found, and it would be only a little 
while before Kootenay proved itself the 
greatest mining country in the world. 
Mr. Howson, who has been employed on 
the Slocan Star in the Kaslo-Slocan 
country, said that this mine has been 
shipping for several months past an 
average of a car and a half of 
ore a day, averaging about ISO ounces of 
silver to the ton. The Slocan Star is 
somewat different from the generality 
of Slocan mines, for it is distinctively a 
concentrating ore body of immense 
size. The concentrating mill to handle 
175 tons a day was now ready for opera- 
tion. The well know Rico mine, run by 
Mr. John Harris, brother of Mr. 
W. E. Harris, was an example of 
the riuhncBs of tho ore in that 
district, for the shipments of 
four months this winter had amounted 
to $1)0,000, the ore in the mine averaging 
as high as $550 a ton. A new mine of a 



POLITICS IN FRANCE. 

Disolution of the Chamber Anticipated— The 
Statement of M. Bourgeois— Madagas- 
car Credits Adopted. 

Paris, April 24.— President Fuure con- 
ferred this morning with M. Loubet, 
Brisson, Peytra] and Poincarre. He will 
receive M. Bourgeois, Sarrien, Leroyer 
and Melina this afternoon. The papers 
agree that yesterday's vote in the cham- 
ber of deputies brought the constitution- 
al crisis to an acute stage. The ma- 
jority of the newspapers antici- 
pate a dissolution of the chamber. 

This course is favored by many sen- 
ators. According to Le Gaulois, the 
new premier will appear in the chamber 
with the dissolution decree in his 
pocket. Le Gaulois added that as the 
result of his experiment with a Radical 
cabinet President Faure lias resolved to 
take a determined stand upon constitu- 
tional grounds, and will pursue a lino of 
conduct in opposition to Socialistic ran- 
cor. The Royalists regard the proceed- 
ings in the chamber in the light of a vic- 
tory, and demand the summoning of a 
national assembly. The Conservatives 
pi edict a presidential crisis. 

In his statement to the deputies yes- 
terday M. Bourgeois said that the gov- 
ernment desired to make it clear that 
they had not abandoned for a minute 
the doctrine professed by their illus- 
trious precursors, Gambetta and Ferry, 
which laid downthattbechamberelected 
by universal suffrage alone had the 
power to make and unmake ministers. 
The government retired, be said, undis- 
couraged. They wished to express their 
hope in the majority for reform which 
sustained the government against almost 
daily attacks. The government for the 
past five months bail striven to steer the 
French democracy in its natural course; 
to inspire the Republican party with 
confidence, and to inculcate a healthy 
interest in political struggles. " We 
have done our best," said M. Bonr- 
ireois, " to form and inspire it in the 
great Democratic party whose aim it is 
to make the republic the instrument of 
moral and sociid progress and a lasting 
means of lessening the inequalities of 
the (dasses. The chamber has not ceas- 
ed to approve and support us in the 
great fas k. We await, with confidence 
the hour when the country will pass 
sovereign judgment upon us." 

The senate to-day unanimously 
adopted the Madagascar credits. .M. 
Angelis then submitted a proposal for a 
revision of the constitution and de- 
manded urgency on the question. The 
proposition was rejected by a vote of 
21-1 to S3; and the Senate adjourned till 
Tuesday next.

Monhikal, April 24— (Special) — At the 
request of Sir Mackenzie Howell and Sir 
Charles Tupper, the Club Conservateur 
banquet to have been held on Monday 
next, has been postponed to Monday, 
May •}, in order to have the event coin- 
cide with the opening of the new Con- 
servative Association rooms.

THE " TIMES " AND THE CHOWS 
NEST LINE. 

To the EiU'iou: — No one who knows 
the ways of the Times can be surprised 
at the unblushing and untruthful re- 
marks on the proposal of the Dominion 
government to raise a loan to enable the 
C.P.R. to construct this line. The Times, 
like all other newspapers in the country, 
has called out for the construction of 
this line. The Provincial government 
have passed charter after charter to have 
it built and when the Dominion govern- 
ment propose a loan to theC.P.K., re- 
payable in twenty years, to enable the 
line to be made, the Grits threatened to 
talk out the measure and for want of 
time the bill had to be dropped. A line 
more essential to British Columbia can 
hardly be mentioned. It will enable 
coal miners in the Pass to land coal at 
Kootenay at prices which will put that 
district in a position to do its own smelt- 
ing instead of sending their ores to the 
States. Kootenay will very soon have 
a much larger population than all B. C. 
has to-day. The people will be richer, 
owing to the wonderful deposits of gold 
and silver in her mines and almost all 
the benefit of .this will be lost to the 
province if we cannot find cheap fuel for 
them. 

The Times pretends that Col. Prior did 
not do his duty in supporting the con- 
struction of the line, and censures him 
because he did not aid the -British 
Pacific instead. The latter line, as the 
Times knows, has not been before the 
Dominion government, indeed was 
never before the provincial house. How 
could the cabinet at Ottawa deal with it 
in bucIi a position? The Times thinks 
Col. Prior may receive a consideration 
for handing over a charter obtained from 
the province to theC.P.K. Perhaps it 
may think that company has so much 
money that it must throw itaway. They 
have been offered the charter by the 
principal holders for nothing many a 
time, if they would only build the line. 

I should like to hear any Grit candi- 
date at the coming election explain to a 
Kootenay constituency the conduct of 
the Grits on this measure. Their eon- 
duct was a great injury to that district 
and to this city, which must eventually 
benefit enormously by the development 
of the most wonderful mining country 
on this continent. But that would sig- 
nify nothing to the Times compared 
with the opportunity of hinting at 
crooked ways on the part of a political 
opponent.

Bradstreeta Describes Business as Fair at 
Leading Centres. 

New Yoke, April 24. — Bradstreeta 
to-morrow will say: "Retail trade is 
fair at Montreal, Ottawa and Kingston, 
but general trade throughout the prov- 
ince of Quebec is loss active, owing to 
the damages done by floods and the con- 
sequent bad roads. In some instances 
commercial travellers have been re- 
called. Toronto jobbers report business 
as fair, and at Halifax there is an im- 
provement in the movement of merchan- 
dise, with the bettor country roadways 
and the opening of ports to navigation. 
The latter influence is also having a 
favorable effect on business in New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Island. 

There are 117 failures in business re- 
ported from the Dominion of Canada, 
against 84 last week, 32 0110 year ago, 20 
two years ago, and 85 three years ago. 

The total bank clearings for the Dom- 
inion of Canada are : Montreal, $9,417,- 
180, decrease O.i) per cent.; Toronto, 
$5,704,842, increase 3.5 per cent.; Hali- 
fax, $1,112,861 , increase 13.8 percent.; 
Winnipeg, $867,108, increase 21.8 ; Ham- 
ilton, (628,515, increase 8.7. Totals, 
$17,725,502, compared with $19,150,000 
last week, $17,934,000 in the same week 
a year ago, and $15,885,000 in the corre- 
sponding week of 1894.

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British Troops Make a Sortie From 
Bnln wayo— Unsatisfac tory 
Result. . 



Two Versions of the Affair— Bravo 
Fighting on Both Sides— Bril- 
liant Charge. 



Capetown, April 24; — Telegraphic 
communication with Buluwayo was re- 
established to-day, then there was an- 
other break, believed, however, to be 
only temporary interruption. The news 
is somewhat conflicting, but the main 
facta seem well established that the 
British have made a sortie in force, ei 
countered large numbers of Matabele 
inflicted mortal loss upon them, and 
suffered some loss in return. They were 
at one time in danger of annihilation 
and finally retreated. 

The oflicial version of the sortie says 
t he British force, shortly after midnight, 
were quietly called to arms, and without 
alarming the native part of the town, a 
force of about 300 men, under Captains 
Napier and Duncan, with one .Maxim 
rapid iiring gun and a tlotchkies quit 
firing gun belonging tj the flagship S 
Ueorge, mustered outside the barbed 
defence. They were served with a 
tion of rum, and saddled up for a dash 
as the enemies' lines. Swords and 
clattering accoutrements were deadened 
with cloth and tiie feet of the burses 
composing the advance guard wer 
bagged — covered with strong sacking. 

The first streak of grey on the horizon 
could bo seen when the column arrivei 
within striking distance of the enemy, 
who bad quietly camped behind stone 
topped earttiworks, thrown up when the 
Matabeles had made their last advance 
to within about four miles of Buluwayo, 
but, contrary to expectations, they had 
thrown out pickets, which, although 
surprised, a sleepy advance guard raised 
the alarm. This was no sooner done 
than the troopers advanced, charged and 
shot down many of the fleeing natives. 
This was the signal for the advance of 
the main body of troops, and they gal- 
lopped forward in fine style to the sup- 
port of their comrades. Unluckily by 
this time it was getting quite light, and 
the Matabeles sprung to arms along the

line. 

As the British advanced they were re- 
ceived by a scattering lire from behind 
the earthworks, but the advance guard 
charged right up to the mounds and 
spurred their horses over them in several 
places. Then followed a setback for the 
troopers. The Matabeles charged in 
force and drove the advance guard back. 
Being met by the main body of the 
Buluwayo force, Cu e was opened at about 
•400 yards on the Matabele position. 
This was kept up until broad daylight, 
when a retreat was ordered in view of 
the fact that much ammunition was 
being wasted. Up to this time the loss 
on either side had not been heavy, al- 
though the Matabeles had by far the 
worst of it, especially when the Maxim 
and Hotchkiss guns were brought into 
play to cover the retreat. An advance 
was again made on the Matabele posi- 
tion and two rapid firing guns were set 
to work, and for about a quarter of an 
hour were made to sweep the Matabele 
position in front of the British force. 

When the right moment had seemed 
to arrive a charge was ordered and there 
was a prolonged period of sharp fighting 
at close quarters. Pistols, rifles, shot 
guns, assegais, war clubs, spears and 
knives clashed prettily, the music of the 
rapid firing guns, sent to the rear lor 
fear of their being captured, having 
ceased. Both sides fought bravely. It 
was a cane of a handful of well armed 
whites against a small army of badly 
' armed Matabeles. The former were 
lighting for the helpless women and 
children in the beleaguered town of 
Buluwayo, the latter for what they con- 
sidered to lie their own, their native 
land, for Buluwayo, the old capital of 
King Lobengula, now the Mecca of the 
Matabeles. ' Gradually the Matabeles 
pressed forward, and by sheer force of 
numbers almost surrounded the British, 
who, to avoid being encircled, retreated, 
fighting foot by foot. Being driven 
steadily backward, one squad for a time 
was quite cut off, and only extricated 
itself by a brilliant charge "through the 
Matabele cordon, 

Eventually the British were very hard 
pressed, losing ground fast, then they 
again Bfsuined the offensive and drove 
back the swarms of natives under a 
slow lint well directed lire. Then it was 
the turn of the Matabeles to give ground 
ami a squad of troopers, charging with a 
ringing cheer, threw them into confusion 
and the British were apparently getting 
the upper band by slowly forcing the 
enemy ha 'k ward, when suddenly there- 
treat was ordered, the British began to 
fall back and finally returned toward 
Buluwayo, which place they reached 
considerably the worse for wear and 
tear. 

Much heroism was displayed by indi- 
vidual British troopers and volunteers 
in rescuing their wounded comrades. 
The loss of the enemy is said to have 
been very great. No correct estimate 
could be made, but the reports place the 
number of Matabeles killed at anywhere 
between four hundred and one thousand. 
The loss of the British is not stated. 
However, it is believed to be more se- 
vere than the commanders at Buluwayo 
are willing to admit. 

The unofficial report of the sortie says 
there was a great deal of unnecessary de- 
lay in getting the troopers away from 
Buluwayo and it was almost daylight 
when they started ; consequently when 
they encountered the Matabeles they 
found the latter fully prepared to re- 
ceive them. Determined fighting on 
both sides at close range occurred, and 
the British, when almost surrounded, 
retreated, fighting stubbornly, with a 
loss of many killed and wounded. In a 
word, the sortie was a failure, a defeat 
for the British, and what is worse under 
the circumstances, an expenditure of 
much of the stock of ammunition re- 
maining at Buluwayo. 

The sortie, in any ease, has not done 
tiny good, and nearly resulted in the an- 
nihilation of the British forces. Oji the 
other hand, the Matabeles, believed 
to be flushed with victory, have 
driven back into Buluwayo a strong 
force, about half the garrison of that 
placo.

SOCIALIST ACTIVITY. 

Immensely . Pleased With the Downfall ol 
Bourgeois' Cabinet— A Great 
Demonstration. 

Paris, April 24.— The activity of the 
Socialists is a noticable feature of the 
situation, and makes it evident that 
they regard M. Bourgeois' cabinet as 
more amply representing them than any 
other they can hope for. Their deep 
wrath against the senate is correspond- 
ingly deep. An immense meeting of 
Socialists was held to-night at theTivoli, 
Vauxhnll, to protest against the action 
of the senate. Thousands of persons had 
to be turned away, as they were unable 
to enter. Many deputies were among 
those present. 

M. Pelletan made an address to the 
huge assembly in which lie declared that 
tne time had arrived for action and that 
the people must no longer put faith in 
words. M. Jaures and Vaillant also 
spoke. 

When a resolution was put censuring 
the senate and advocating a revision of 
the constitution there were cries from 
all parts of the hall of " Down with the 
senate." 

The meeting finally broke ur, in disor- 
der and with shouts against the senate. 
The republican guard of police barred 
the way to the Place de la Kepublique, 
and in order to prevent the noisy demon- 
strators from reaching the boulevards 
they turned them in the direction of the 
Canal St. Martin. Several persons 
were arrested. A few groups readied 
the boulevards in spite of the efforts of 
the police to prevent them and paraded 
up and down shouting '-' Down with the 
senate!" *

London, April 25. — The New Yorl 
correspondent of the Times criticises tin 
statement in parliament by the parlia 
mentary secretary of the foreign office, 
Mr. Curzon, that negotiations with the 
United States with regard to Venezuela 
are still proceeding. 

" No doubt it is in accord with diplo- 
matic usage," says the Times cor 
respondent, " to speak of negotiations a 
proceeding when they have not 
actually been broken ell' by one 
party or the other. To say that 
negotiations ubout Venezuela are still 
proceeding is therefore to use a phrase 
which may be described as diplomatic, 
or at the option of the reader, as Pick- 
wickian. It is now some weeks since 
there have been any negotiations on the 
subject . 

'•This government was reluctant to 
accept Lord Salisbury's rejection of its 
last proposal us dual. In entered gladly 
upon the discussion of his proposal 
for general arbitration, impractica- 
ble though the scheme 
suggested was deemed. But having re- 
ceived and undertaken to consider that 
scheme on its merits, it then put the 
question whether nothing more was to 
be said about Venezuela and its own 
proposal, or whether no counter proposal 
or suggestion was to be expected. The 
answer was " N"o," but Lord Salisbury 
hoped that progress might be made with 
the general arbitration scheme. 

"It was pointed out in reply that 
from this general arbitration scheme 
Venezuela Mas excluded. But this had 
no effect in promoting any further pro- 
gress or discussion or proposal or sug- 
gestion or offer of negotiation of any 
kind whatever relating to Venezuela. 
There has been none since that date- 
rather more than a month ago. The 
subject has not been mentioned. Now 
if in these circumstances Mr. Curzon 
prefers to say that negotiation 
about Venezuela are still proceed 
ing between Great Britain and the 
United States 1 do not dispute that be 
is justified by diplomatic precedent in 
using these words. But I think to those 
unfamiliar with diplomacy a clearer 
meaning is conveyed and a more accur- 
ate account of the situation given by 
saving that negotiations are at a stand- 
still." 

" Of the statements made in the 
United States, also claiming that negoti- 
ations are proceeding satisfactorily, the 
Times' correspondent says: ' Some of 
these statements are credited to the 
state department. None of them do, in 
fact, proceed from the state department. 
The views 1 stated on Tuesday are the 
views of the executive branch of 
this government, which includes the 
state department. 1 stated them with 
moderation. 1 might have used much 
stronger language without exaggerating 
the apprehension which exists, both 
with reference to the intenuption of ne- 
gotiations about Venezuela and to the 
possible nature of the report by the 
American coin mission," 

The Times says in an editorial : " We 
are confident that the foregoing explan- 
ation will result in the removal of the 
deadlock. The American reply to Lord 
Salisbury's project for a general court of 
arbitration only leached the foreign office 
yesterday. Its contents are undisclosed : 
but everybody is aware that it is a coun- 
ter proposal. With regard to direct ne- 
gotiations, Sir Julian Paencefote (the 
British ambassador at Washington 
has full powers to discuss with 
Senor Andrade (the Venezuelan 
minister in Washington) whenever 
the like powers are granted to the latter. 
When co much has been done on our 
part it is not easy to see whv Mr. Cur- 
zon's hopeful account of the present 
state of things between the two countries 
should not be accepted. The American 
commission is really ti matter of purely 
domestic concern, and cannot be sacri- 
ficed to influence our policy. 

The advocates of bimetallism of vari- 
ous nations in conference here have 
passed a resolution favoring the discus- 
sion, in the French and German parlia- 
ments, of sim ilar -resolutions to those 
which have been introduced in the 
Belgian and English parliaments. The 
conference closed byadoriting the pro- 
posal of M. Bernaert, the Belgian secre- 
tary of state, that the congress should be 
declared permanent until the question 
of bimetallism should he solved.

Perhaps it may not be inappropriate 
to append a brief sketch of the career of 
Hairy Wright for the benefit of whose 
memorial to-day's match will be played 
Wright was an English professional 
cricket coach, who in the fifties was en 
gaged by the St. George's cricket club of 
Hoboken, New Jersey. Not far from the 
cricket club's held a baseball nine were 
accustomed to practice, and Wright 
after observing the play of the baseball 
men became interested in the game and 
soon took part in the regular practices. 
Wright's ability as a baseball player ob- 
tained speedy recognition, for lie was 
selected to play right field on the Xew 
York team. He next went as a cricket 
coach to Cincinnati, and after a brief 
residence there abandoned cricket and 
brought all his enthusiasm into achiev- 
ing greater prominence in baseball. 
He organized the Cincinnati tied Stock- 
ings, who under his captaincy toured 
through the United States, vanquishing 
all opponents, and making a record that 
has never been equalled. Wright sub- 
sequently became connected with the 
Philadelphia league team, which under 
his direction rose from the lowest place 
to almost touching distance from the 
pennant. Wright's reputation was not 
confined to his skill -as a player; his 
love for every factor that tended to 
bring about gentlemanly conduct en- 
titled him to the honor which he won 
from baseball enthusiasts during bis 
life, and which since his death last 
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Thamtzi A. Johns.
